  18   THE STATE SHALL CONTINUE TO INCLUDE A PRESCRIPTION DRUG BENEFIT

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   1  PROGRAM AND AVAILABLE TO RETIREES UNDER §§ 2-508 AND 2-509 OF THIS 
   2  SUBTITLE NOTWITHSTANDING THE ENACTMENT OF THE FEDERAL MEDICARE 
   3  PRESCRIPTION DRUG, IMPROVEMENT, AND MODERNIZATION ACT OF 2003 OR ANY
